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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Note that, Applicant's amendments, Applicant's arguments, and the Examiner's 
Amendment are sufficient to place the instant claims in condition for allowance. Of the 
references of record, the most pertinent is Kubota et al (US 5,679,629). Kubota et al 
teach a detergent composition for hard surfaces which contains a mixture of phenyl 
ethers. The detergent composition has excellent detergency and foaming properties 
and is useful for removal of denatured oily dirt in the kitchen. However, Kubota et al do 
not teach or suggest compositions containing a combination of the specific alkoxylated 
aromatic alcohols, amines, inorganic base, and water in the required amounts as recited 
by the instant claims. 

None of the references of record, alone or in combination, teach or suggest a 
composition and two-part package intended to be diluted with water containing the 
specific alkoxylated aromatic alcohols, amines, inorganic bases, water, and the other 
requisite components of the composition in the specific amounts as recited by the 
instant claims. Accordingly, since the prior art fails to teach or suggest such a 
composition as recited by the instant claims, the instant claims are deemed allowable.
